Waahlncton. Feb. 14.— Tht annual 

report of the civil eervlce commission 
for the flsoal year ended June 30, 1897, 
bas beea presented to the preaident. 

It begins with a statement to ihow 
that after an experience of nearly 15 
years, the hopes of the advoeates of 
the civil serrlo* law hart bean largely 
realised. 

In praetlet, the law has proved to be 
a constantly exerted and effective force 
in the direction of economy. 

ConBldering tlie few changes in the 
service under the merit system and the 
wholesale remoTala under the patron- 
age system, the economy and efBcien- 
cy of the one stand In striking contrast 
to the excessive extravagance and in- 
efficiency of the other. 

Since 1883, the year of the organiza- 
tion of the commission, the unclassi- 
fied positions which have been subject 
to political control have Increased in 
number 37 per cent, and in cost 43 per 
( cnt, while the classified positions sub- 
ject to examinations have remained at 
a standstill. 

The large entonsion of rivll servico 
rules in May, 1S9G. to Include positions 
hitherto unclassified, has, the report 
■ays, brought to light a number of un- 
neccessary positions. Quite a number 
of these have been abolished as a 
measure of economy. 

The whole number of persons ex- 
amined during the year was was 49.145, 
of whom 28.69S passed. 

The number of appolntmsnts WOTS 
4,136. The commission, ths rsport 
says, has been steadily making Its ez- 
aminations more practical. 

Numerous complaints have been 
made of violation of the rules of civil 
service in the treasury department, the 
department of Justice and the interior 
department. 

In each ease examinations bSTe been 
Bade by representatives of the com- 
mission, and such cases as appeared 
lo be violations of the law were refer- 
red to the department to which it be- 
longed. In each case the commission 
has not yet received a reply. 

The report spealis highly of the pro- 
motion system, based on th*' efficiency 
record. On the other band the com- 
mission deprecated the proposition of 
limited tenure of government office, 
pointing out that it would not only im- 
pair the efllcienc y of service, but open 
the door for political influence.

The friends 
of the treaty have succeeded In secur- 
ing quite -general assent from senators 
in charge of Other measures that the 
treaty shall be given practical right 
of way until the senators who want to 
speak upon it can be heard, and until 
a vote can be secured which practically 
will decide its fate. 

The Corbett case has right of way, 
but the probabilities are that an ar- 
rangement will be made early in the 
week whereby a time will be fixed for 
voting on the Corbett case, and that 
then the consideration of the treaty 
will be allowed to proceed Without ma- 
terial interruptions.

Washington, Feb. 14.— The hones 

will on Wednesday enter upon the eOn- 
lilderation of the bankruptcy bill which 
the majority of the Judiciary committee 
has reported -as a substitute for the 
Nelson bill, passed by the senate at 
the extra session last summer. 

Under the order made the bill is 
to be debated on Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Satorday of this week, and 
voted upon on Mondajr of next week at 
4 o'clock. 

The substitute, which the minority 
contend practically is the old Turrcy 
bill. InclndlBff both the voluntary and 
Involuntary features, will be opposed 
by the united Democratic and Popu- 
list opposition, but if there is no ap- 
.preclable defection from the ranks of 
4/ihe majority the measure will pass 

The Democrats and Populists are 
both favorable to the passage of a vol- 
untary bankruptcy bill, but have al- 
ways vigorously opposed the Torrey 
and other bills Including an involun- 
tary feature, claiming that its purpose 
Is practically to create a law for the 
collection of debta 



OFF FOR CTBA. 

A lArga Rxp^dltlaa Eacayad From tha 
Sleuths at Tampa. 

Tampa, Fla., Feb. 14.— Almost under 
the nose of Edward Oaylor, superin- 
tendent of Pinkerton's Spanish spies, 
a large Cuban expedition left Tampa. 

The men, about 70 in number. Walk- 
ed through the streets of Tampa about 
t a. m. and boarded a special train, 

which quickly bore them tO A point 
near where they were to embark, and 
thwe -they remained in hiding until 
night, when a tug took them out to 
the steamer which bore them away to 
Cuba, Colonel Emillo Nonaa being, in 
charge of the steamer. 

It is said (ieneral Sanguilly la the 
real commander and color is given this 
nunor by the fact that when the men 
left here they were in charge of Col- 
onel Luchuga, who was first lieutenant 
on the personal staff selected by San- 
guilly when he failed to get away from 
Jacksonville. 

Superintendent Oaylor. his son and 
another plnkerton man have been here 
looking for Sanguilly. they believing 
he was somewhere near. It is alleged 
that the Cubans have sent Sanguilly 
away on this trip to get rid of him in 
the united States. 

The detectives are totally Ignorant 
of the departure of this expedition. It 
is understood that 5.000 rifles, 6,000 
pounds of dynamite, 200,000 rounds of 
cartridges and a large lot of supplies 
made up the cargo. 

VaaattoUng WUh Ghlaa. 

Pekin, Feb. 14.— Bnglanifl is nego- 
tiating with China to open Yiien-Chau- 
Fu, in the provime of Hii-Nan, as a 
trading port .ind i.s negotiating also on 
the subject of the navigation of In- 
land waters. The Chlneee government 
has paid the agreed indemnity of 
£4.000 (120,000) to M. Lalduet, the 
PVenchman kidnaped by Tonquln 
pirates in 1SS5. 

Three Criminal! I1uni;<-<l. 
Hongkong, Feb. 14.— Three Chinese 
were hanged simultaneously in the 
Yletoria Jail at Hongkong on Jan. IS, 
toe drop being made to nccommodatp 
all three and the trio falling together. 
The executed men were members of 
an armed gang of shop thieves, and in 
raiding a store killed a Chlneee em- 
ploye. The criminals were disbanded 
soldiers.

Rome, Feb. 14.— The pope celebrated 

mass in the Basiliaca in the presence 
of a congregation of pilgrims from all 
parts of the country, in honor of past 
and coming anniversarlee Jointly of 
bis first mass, his election and corona- 
tion. His holiness was borne to the 
church In the Sedia Gestorla and an 
elaborate ceremony was observed. 

A Ohont That Will Not Dawn. 

Barcelona, Feb. 14. — Thirty thousand 
people, mostly workmen and orderly, 
demonstrated here against the torture 
of the anarchista at Mont Julch fort- 
ress. Resolutions of protests and de- 
manding the punishment of the tor- 
turers and a revision of the trial were 
adopted, and will be forwarded to the 
government.

Shanghai, Feb. 14.— The Shanghai 
Recorder deplores any partition of 
China, which, it says, will certainly 
be unfavorable to missionary work, 

adding that It will be a sad thing, not 
only for China, but for all comerned. 
if the powers undertake such action, 
predicting that partition would be the 
beginning of unending strife and blood- 
shed. The Recorder cnlls upon Great 
liiilain to interfere aiul say that China 
shall not be divided, but tliat she shall 
be reformed and saved, predicting that 
in such tntoreference England would 
have the support of Japan and the ac- 
tive acquiescence of the United States.

Albany. Feb. 14.— At the meeting of 
the State Kditorial association here 
the chief interest was In a speech made 
by B. U. Butler, editor of the BuSalo 
News, who.

They 
have eatabliahed a aanatorinm at Franlc- 
lin, Kv.; they propose to cstahlish a 
school of osteopathy in connection with 
it, and, after a while, will be entitled to 
rjpresentation upon that interesting bit 
of medical mosaic— thu State Board of 
RaaMi. If an allopath, and a homoe- 
opath and an aolaetic, wliy not an oateo- 
path? 

The Courier-Journal aays that a laree 
class of the population in and about 
Franklin are rank part'sans of the new 
departure, and that an effort v as made 
aotxie m^ntha ago by tha ^tate Board of 
Health to indict the rising school. The 
S»cr taryof the Doard, Dr. McCormack, 
went before the grand jury and told 
what he knew of osteopathy, and Judge 
Goodnight being introdut^ed in rebuttal 
it was found tliat the Secretary's evidence 
and the Judge's failed to connect.

In the Senate tha bin to traoalv White 
ley County from the ThM Appellate 
bbort Diitriat to tfae8ei>«ith 

kmandad by a substitute otrered by Sena- 
loir Qoibal which provided for transfer- 
Ittff Bell, Harlan, Lealie, Latober and 

Perry counties from the Seventh District 
to the Fifth District, and also putting 
AVhiteley in the Fifth Diatrict Tbe bill 
as amended passed. At preaent the third 
Diatrict is represented by Judge Lewis 
(Dem.), tbe Fifth by Judge Burnam 
(Rep.) and tha Seventh by Judge Uazel- 
rigg (Dem.). 

The bill to prevent discrimination by 
common carriers in the delivery or re- 
ceiving newapapera waa paaoed nnani- 
niously. 

The bill to create a State Board of Phar- 
macy and make tba pharmacy law apply 
to smaller towns w-as discoa a afl, bat re- 
committed without a vote. 

The bill to prevent the seining of pri- 
vate lak^ and ponda without thefowners' 
consent waa passed. 

Tbe bill to change the name of tha A* 
and M. College to the State Univeraity 
was passed witbont oppoaition.

Act making it a misdemeanor for any 
one failing to liat hia entire property. 

Act to prevent raihroad' corporationa 
and other common carriers from deliver- 
ing to or receiving from any connecting 
carrier gooda or freight at leaa freight 
charges than it chargVa or rocetvea from 
other common carriers for like service, 
and to prevent aaid corporationa from de- 
livering freight to any connecting line In 
violation of order of consignee or owner. 

Act to amend charter of fourth-claes 
citiea, ao that in annexing territory a pe- 
tition must bo filed in ('ircuit Court, i^c. 

In the House the following new bills are 
pending: 

To protect persons, firms and corpora- 
tions in the use of union labels. 

To prevent the sale of articles of mer- 
chandise at church aasociationa held out- 
side of incorporated citiea and towns. 

( iiving PoliceCourts exclusive jurit-dic- 
tion of all actions for the recovery of any 
fine, penalty or forfeiture prescribed for 
the breach of any ordinaiicc. 

Authorizing the Mayors and County 
Judgea of each connty to fix the hotel, 
hoarding house and reataurant rates for 
their county. It providesthat the maxi- 
mum rate for first-class hotels shall not 
exceed $1.50 per day, boarding houses 50 
cents perday and restaurants 25 cents per 
meal. The food EM[)]>lies shall be "pure 
and wholeaome and cooked in a first-class 
manner." Tha beda and bedding shall 
be kept clean and neat and aa plentiful as 
the weather demanda.

TIB BANK BILL. 



state Institutions Must Accept the Provis- 
ions of tbe New Censtitatioo If 
TliaAet 



Fbankfort, February 11.— A bill, wide 
and aweeping in iia affect on the bank- 

ing institutions of the State, and about 
which little has been said heretofore, was 
reported adveraely to the House to-day 
by tbe Committee on Banks, but upon 
motion of its author, Cbinn, ot Mercer, 
it was advanced, and will come before 
that body for paaea^^. The bill provides 
that the charter bf all State banks 
granted since February II. is.")!,, whidi 
do not accept the Constitution before July 
1 next, aball otand repealed. 

Only fifteen out of the 17s State hanks 
have accepted tbe Constitution and are 
now paying State and local tazea aa nat- 
ural persons. The national hanks do not 
question their liability lor taxation to the 
same extent ns the State banks. Tlie 
adoption of this bill will leave nothing 
for tho State banks, which have carried 
bank tax casea to tha Snprentia Oottft, to 
stand on. 

On March 24. 1897, tbeJConrt of Ap- 
peals, through Judge Paynter, held the 
Hewitt law to be unconstitutional and 
that the banka muat pay taxea tbe aame 
as natural persons. From tbia decision 
a number of bankij appealed, filing a pe- 
tition in the Supreme Court to enjoin the 
State from carrying out the provision of 
the Constitution regarding bank taxea. 
The matter is still pending. 

Thousauda of dollars in taxea are tied 
up in tbia matter. It now looka aa if the 
bill will become a law.

We Sfe under the Impression tbat a greater 
proportion of the crop hu lieen marketed and 
sold In tbe country than baa been known tor 
years at this time of tbe vear. 

There has boen a better demand lor old tobacco, 
and as tbe warm weather approaches we expect 
the old crop to be In demand and good prices 
realized, as the stock ou hand ba« been reduce<l 
to a moderate (luantlty. and no doubt the < oun- 
try has less old tobacco In her barns at tins time 
than lor several years previous. The trade inoki.
